ROME, Feb. 22.—In an important let- 
ter dealing with Italo-Vatican rela- 
ttons, addressed to Cardinal Gagparri, 
Papal Secretary of State, the Pope to- 
dey deals a blow at the policy of 
“blandishments,” ‘which Premier Mus- 
solipi has consistently followed {n his 
dealing with the Vatican, apparently. 
in the hope of being able by a series of 
small favors to lure the Pope from his 
voluntary imprisonment in the Vati- 
can, and thus reach & zapprochement 
between the Chirch and the State. 

In granting certain concessions to 
the Church, says the Pope, “‘Premier 
Mussolini. was merely righting the 
wrongs of the past Italian Govern- 
ments, but this must not be inter- 
preted to mean that.the Vatican has 
abandoned its. protést-against or-modi- 
fied its attitude toward the situation 
wherein it finds itself in: Rome since 
the fall of the temporal power in 1870.’’ 

If Premier Mussolint wishes to make 
peace with the Vatitan, the Pontiff in- 
timates that he must be prepared to 
take into consideration again the whale 
question of the Church's’ status. wise 
Rome with the intention of making li 
eral concessions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Further 
eonferences today between. Democratic 
Senators resulted in a definite collapse 
, ,of the proposal to make a party issue 
of the Italian debt agreement with the 
purpose of defeating its ratification, 
But a sort of gentleman’s agreement 
‘was reached between some of those 
attending the conferences that, without 
acting as a party and by joining 
forces with certain Republican Sena- 


. tors, mostly of the insurgent group, 
they will seek to kill the debt agree- 
ment through the indirect course of 
having it referrea to the Conimittee on 
Foreign Relations, of which Senator 
Borah, the foremost Republi oppo- 
nent of ratification, is Chairman. 

The agreement is now before the 
Senate through a favorable report of 
the Finance Committee. To take it 
away from that friendly body and put 
it into the hands of the supposedly 
hostile Foretgn Reiations Committee, 

_ with the object of having it tucked into 
a pigeonhole for the balance of the 
current legislative session, was the 
plan of campaign agreed upon by 
those responsible for today’s meetings. 


To Drop Aluminum Inquiry. 


Another important outcome of the 
Democratic conferences was-a decision 


to abandon further investigation of the 
affairs of the Aluminum Company of 
America, in which Secretary Mellon is 
a heavy stockholder. Instead of stand- 
ing by the recommendation of a ma- 
jority Mo the Judiciary Committee that 
‘widespread authority be given to that 
committee to continue its inquiry into 
the Aluminum Company’s administra- 
tion, Democratic Senators, with no dis- 
closure as to how many of them favor

Unlike last week’s exchange of views 
between members ofa small group of 
Democratic Senators concerning the 
Italian debt, everybody on the minority 
side of. the Senate Chamber was in- 
vited to attend today’s conferences. It 
savas evident from what was said this 
afternoon by some of those Senators 
who are hostile to ratification of the 
Italian agreement that they were 
vexéd over newspaper statements that 
there had been an agreement last week 
that it would not be good policy to 
make e part b wolf issue of the agreement. 
They d that these statements 
were justified, but what was made 
known of the conclusions reached to- 
day confirmed what had been pub- 
lished last week. 

The effort to explain the errors of 
last week’s versions made clear, 
however, that a considerable umber 

of Democratic Senators, apparently a 
majority, hope to evade party responsi-

Just why, even granting the sound-

Senator Cummins, Chairman of the

Mr. Mellon’s. popularity in the coun- 
try and a widespread belief in his:in- 
tegrity may have played a part in-to- 
day’s decision. Added to this is the 
likelihood that the debate over the pro- 
posal to continue the investigation 
might show differences in the Senate’s 
Democratic ranks. 

Another consideration suggested as 
a possible determining factor in the 
decision to drop the investigation is 
criticism of what has been termed 
“Government by inquisition.'’’ Some 
politicians hold that the country has 
not responded favorably to the dis- 
position of the Senate to authorize 
many inquiries into all manner of 
matters. In addition, some influence 
may have been exerted by the declara- 
tion of the Republican Senatorial Con- 
ference last week that frequent Con- 
gressional inquiries were resulting ih 
an extrav t waste of public money, 

The object in having special counsel 
in the aluminum case is to take the 
matter out of the control of Attorney 
General Sargent and the Department 
of Justice. 


Name Six for Batification. 


Some Democratic Senators, who ad- 
vocated a drive against the Italian 


debt agreement, said today that there 
were “less than half a dozen Demo- 
crats’”’ in favor of ratifying it. Others 
extended thé list to a full half dozen, 
those named being Underwood of Ala- 
bama, Glass of Virginia, Bruce of 
Maryland, Copeland of New York, 
Gerry of Rhode Island and Edwards 
of New Jersey.

George Washington would not be a 
flouter of the Constitution which he 
helped to make-or of any of its ar- 
ticles or amendments if he were living 
today, the Rev. Dr. William H. Van 
Allen, rector of the Episcopal, Church 
of the Advent in Boston, told the 
congregation in old St. Paul’s Episco- 
pal Chapel, Trinity Parish, Broadway, 
between Fulton and Vesey Streets, 
yesterday noon. It was the annual 
service of the George Washington-Sul- 
grave Institution. 

Sir Henry and Lady Lunn of Lon- 
don occupied the pew where Washing- 
ton sat when he lived in New York 
City. With them was John A. Stew- 
art, Chairman of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Institution. 

The officiating clergymen were the 
Rev. Dr..Caleb R. Stetson, rector of 
Trinity, and the Rev. Dr. Joseph P. 
McComas, vicar of St. Paul’s. In the 
chancel also were the Rev. Dr. William 
Montague Geer, vicar emeritus, and 
the Rev. Albert Edwin Bowles, 
curate. 

Dr. Van Allen said: , 

“It is unnecessary and unwise to ex- 
alt a hero into a place among the demi- 
gods. Washington was no superman; 
he had minor faults anad foibles like 
others of his time. And it is no real 
Service to his fame to deny these. 

“Rather we glory in that & man of 
the same clay as ourselves, with the 
common infirmities of human nature, 
could rise so high above the mean, the 
selfish, the greedy, the ambitious. Con- 
templating him in the long perspective 
of history, we are thrilled.” 

Dr. Van Allen said that Washington 
was ‘‘a God-fearing, devout church- 
man, zealous for the kingdom of 
heaven, a vestryman of two parishes, 
faithful in attendance at public wor- 
ship, a communicant in the sacred 
mysteries of Christ’s body and blood. ° 

Dr. Van Allen paused to read George 
Washington’s prayer “for use on Sun- 
day morning,’ a copy of which ts 
framed over his pew and another copy 


of-which is suspended from.the pew 
itself. He continued: 

“There were no bishops in America, 
so Washington was not confirmed, 
but we have explicit testimony from 
eye-witnesses, members of his family, 
of his military household, as to this 
fact. Here in this venerable church 
he knelt with his wife at the table 
of the Lord. Winthrop, speaking of 
it at the dedication of the Washing- 
ton Monument, said: ‘True to his 
friends, true to his country and him- 
self, praising God, believing in Christ, 
no stranger to private devotions or to 
the holiest pffices of the Church to 
which he belonged, but ever grate- 


fully acknowledging Divine aid and/ 


direction in everything he attempted.’ 

“It is rash to imagine what Wash- 
ington’s attitude would be toward our 
problems of today. And yet the task 
is. not altogether beyond us. Some 
years ago a book was written called 
‘What Would Jesus Do?’ Let us rather 
ask what would Jesus have us do. 
| Principles remain- unchanged, circum- 
stances alter. Let us ask ourselves, 
‘What would Washington have us do?’ 

*“‘Washington would not be a pacifist. 
ae if he would not be a pacifist, so 

he would not be a bloodthirsty mili- 
tarist echoing the cheap thunder from 
Rome as it comes from Mussolini. 

‘“‘Washington was not a selfish, am- 
bitious man, so he would not be a 
pattern for many of our public men 
today. He was a patriot, and there- 
fore he would be a patriot today. He 
would not .be a blind stand-patter or 
a foolish radical. 

“He was for loyalty above all. He 
who put down with his own hand the 
whisky revelers of-his own day would 
not countenance efforts to repeal the 
prohibition law of today. 

“He was above parties, concerning 
himself~only with public welfare. A 
politician? Yes, but in the noble Greek 
eng he was devoted to public wel- 
are. - 

“TI do not doubt that Washington 
would’be in favor of the. League: of 
Nations.”’

Beale of Binghamton pleaded guilty 
to a grave robbery charge in Delaware 
County Court late this afternoon and 
Was sentenced to serve an indetermi- 
nate term of from two to four years at 
hard labor jn Auburn Prison. ~ 

Beale. made-a.complete confession 
to County Judge Andrew J. McNaught, 
detailing all of his movements. since 
the night of Sept. 25 last, when he 
robbed the grave of James Davis in 
a little cemetery near Hancock and 
afterward sent the body y poneing over 
a cliff in his automobile in an attempt 
to make his friends and business asso- 
ciates believe he had been killed in an 
accident. He was arrested recently in 
Miami; Fla. 

Indictments charging grand’ larceny 
and first degree itt which phe 4 
against Beale in Broome, Sullivan and 
Delaware Counties for his alleged mis- 
management of the Mobinco Brokerage 
Company of Binghamton, of ce he 
was President, will be held in abey- 
ance, it is understood, until he has 
completed his prison sentence. Beale 
will be taken to Auburn tomorrow. 

Saeed s confession was most dra- 

matic. 

“My punishment,” he told the Court, 

“has been going on ever since that day 
in Boston when I found my crime had 
been discovered. I. have seen my 
friends turn away from me. I have 
seen my father and mother turn away 
from me.and then ask God what for 
- why I ever was born. I have seen 

sister and brother spurned by their 
fr lends because of my act. I have 
seen my little girl, who used to come 
up to me and ask me to kiss her, turn 
away with loathing. I’ve been in hell 
for five months. I am ready to accept 
any sentence. your Honor may impose 
on me and I ask only to be given the 
opportunity to save what I have made 
in Florida to be devoted to my wife 


-and. family.”’ 


Click of Rails Accused Him. 
Beale’s confession was a repetition 
of the statement he had made to Cap- 
tain Daniel Fox of Troop C, New York 


State police, on,the way from Miami to 


Naught that he acted * 

alone” in the grave. He told 
how he had fled from Hancock on the 
night of the robbery and. how he had 
taken «train to Hew Yosk and thane 
to» Washington. 

“While. riding ~to Washington, he 
.said, “I heard the click of the wheels 
over the joints of the rails, and every 
click said I was a cheater, so I went 
back to Boston, where I wrote four 
letters. I placed two $100. bills in each 
of the last three letters with instruc- 
tions to a lawyer to send them to my 
wife and family.” 

Beale then described his movements 
teading up to his arrest in Miami, 
where fe was apprehended on infor- 
mation provided by Captain Fox. The 
fugitive said he had made considerable 


money selling real estate in Florida 
and would have made'more had he not 
been captured. / 

It was-.only by coincidence, 
averred, that he met in Florida 
Dorothy Bolger, his former stenog- 
rapher at’ the Mobinco Company. At 
the time his crime was’ ered it 
Was reported that Mrs. Bolger was 
also~in the South. 

In. pronouncing sentence on Béale, 
Judge zucNaught said: 

“This is not a case where a lecture 
from the Court could serve any good 
purpose. Your own conscience can do 
that, and I believe has done it, more 
effectively than any word the Court 
can utter. The crime is a loathsome 
one. On. your own’ statement it was 
simply. one act to accomplish another 
crime, and that one you failed to 
accomplish but succeeded in the other. 


Mother and Daughte. in. Court. 

“It is almost always the case that 
when a young man who has had: the 
op unities, upbringing and home 
surroundings that you haye had com- 
mits a crime, his punishment falls 
heaviest on his family and friends. 
The Court has in its possession a num- 
ber of communications from persons 
who know you and your father and 
mother, and speak in the highest 
terms of the home influence and life 
your parents gave you. You have suf- 
fered, I’ve no doubt. I believe you. I 
am not at all influenced by publicity 
or by tis crowded court room. I wish 
to give you such a penalty as will be 

fair and just to the people and reason- 
anlé. to you. I cannot suspend sen- 
tence upon you.”’ 

A throng gathered at the court house 
here early this morning in anticipa- 
tion of the araignment of the man who 
had admitted to the police the robbing 
of a grave to cover up his own disap- 
pearance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fred J. Beale of Os- 
wego, the prisoners parents, and his 
four-year-old daughter, Harriet, were 
in the court room. Mrs. Beale clasped 
her little granddaughter tightly as 
Judge McNaught pronounced the sen- 
tence, and both woman and child 
sobbed audibly.

-We know our heroes to be 
human, and consequently we are not 
forced to defend their shortcomings 
after the interpretation of a narrow 
Puritanic philosophy that would take 
the joy Sut of life and make all pleas- 
ure seem evil. 

“What W: nm in 1790 said to the 
Roman Catholics of the Unitéd States 
has VL apape tree J application: 

As mankind becomes more liberal 
they will be more apt to allow that 
all those who conduct themselves as 
worthy: members of the community 
are equally entitled to the protection 
of civil government. I hope ever to 
see America among the foremost 
nations in examples of justice and 
liberality. And I presume that your 
fellow citizens will not forget the 
patriotic part which you — in the 
accomplishment of their ‘olution, 
and the establishment.of your Gov- 
ernment; or the important assistance 
which they received from a nation in 
which the Roman Catholic faith is 
professed.

No, figute in America 
bh been the subject of more memo- 
tial tributes and, more unstinted 
praise. And. yet the subject never 
seems to bé exhausted and the public 
interest never seems to be decreased. 
The larger our experience with af- 
fairs of the world, the more familiar 
we become with his life and teach- 
ings, the more ‘our admiration en- 
larges, and the greater grows our 
estimation of his wisdom. He repre- 
sented the marvelous cdmbination of 
the soldier, the. patriot and the 
statesman. In the character of each 
he stands supreme. 

As a brane soldier he won the 
Revolutionary War. As an un- 
selfish patriot ane refused to use the 
results of victory for his own 
benefit, but wed them all on his 
fellow-countrymen. As a wise states- 
man, gathering around him the best 
talent of his time, he created the 
American Republic. All the increas- 
ing years only reveal to us how uni- 
versally great he was. If*to set a 
mark upon the minds of menywhich 
changes the whole course of human 
events is teaching, then Washington 
ranks as a prince of teachers. 

The world is not the same as that 
into. which he was born on that 
February day in 1732. It is a better 
world. The stately march of civili- 
zation which has since advanced 50 
far has proceeded in a course which 
he marked out. The imposing edifice 
of human progress which has since 
been raised so high rests to a ‘large 
extent upon the foundations which 
he wrought. To those who wish more 
civilization and: more progress there 
must be a continuing determination 
to hold to that course and to main- 
tain those foundations. If any doubt 
what benefit there have been, they 
have but to compare the present 
state of America especially; or even 
of the rest of the world, with what 
it was when Washington was born. 


A Transition Period in America, 


History seems to indicate that he 
led and -directed a transformation 
that was growing with an increas- 
ing strength over Western ciliviza- 
tion. The fires of the Middle Ages 
had burned out. The reaction from 
the days of Cromwell] had run its 
course in England. Thé glory of the 
old régime in France was declining.

No doubt the most oie influ- 
ence which wag working to establish 
the new order was the revival of re-

_Started in England by John Wesley 


and George Whitefield in 1729. It 
was distinctly an effort to reach the 
common people. They went down 
among those who were not otherwise 
reached, preaching the Gospel. 

In America, Jonathan Edwards led 
two, revival movements, culminating 
in 1742, Whitefield). came to this 
country arid preached to great con- 
gregations during this period, and 
the followers of Wesley sent Bishop , 
Asbury here in 1771. These religious 
activities were distinctly popular 
movements. They rested on the 
theory that every human soul was 
oe They resulted in a level- 

process; but it was not a leveling 
down, it was a leveling up. They 
raised every person that camé under 
their influence to a higher conception 
of life. A new recognition of spiritual - 
worth gave to all humanity an in- 
creased importance. 


The Intellectual Awakening. 


Another very predominating influ- 
ence, supplementing religion and 
flowing from it, was education. This 
moveyhent was not new in thie Colo- 
nies, but it increased in volume after 
1732. It has been claimed that the 
Reformed Dutch Church of New 
York founded an academy in 1633.

was established in 1635. 

In the same year Boston took ac- 
tion in a town meeting to mepeers 
school, and in Connecticut and 
Island schools were opened within a 
few years.

Washington's Early Education. 

While this intellectual and spiritual 
awakening was taking place during 
the. youth end maturing years of 
Washington, he benefited by it not 
so much from taking part in it as in 


later directing the results of it. Al. 


though he lived in one of the most 


populous and perhaps richest of the 
Colonies, popular education around 


him was still undeveloped. News-. 


papers were ‘almost’ unknown in the 
New World and permanent and regu- 


‘lar lines of transportation did not 


‘exist. About the only regular visitors 


| to his Colony were foreign tobacco 


traders, dealers in fur and peddlers. 
The clergy were almost the only pro- 
fessional class. The people were very 
largely engaged in agriculture. 

At the early agé of 3, however, 
Washington was placed under the 
instruction of a tutor, who seems to 
to. the 
most rudimentary subjects. When 
he was 11 another man took charge 
of his education and began to in- 
struct him in.the fundamentals of 
the’ forms of business. Some of his 


copybooks of that day are still in’ 


existence.. There is evidence, that he 
was taught some Latin, but his pre- 
education was virtually 
completed when he was 13 years old. 
Paul Leicester Ford says that. ‘‘the 
end of Washington’s schoél~ days 
left him a good cipherer, a bad 
oon and a atill worse gramma- 
; but. fortunately the termination 
of t fomtreatiads did not by any means 
‘end his education.”’ 

After this he studied surveying and 
pursued that occupation for several 
years. This was an exacting calling, 
training him in accuracy. But when 
he was 15 he came into close contact 


with Lord Fairfax, a cultured gentle- | 


man of 60 years, who had a consider- 
able library. His diaries of that pe- 
riod show him Engl 

tory and essays in the Spectator. But 
these early opportunities constituted 
only the beginning of his education, 
which he continued in one form or 
another almost to the end of his 
days. His experience, his power of 
observation and abserption finally 
overcame this lack of early training, 
so that in his later days his writings, 
correct in form and taste, rapes oar 
revealed the great strength of char- 
acter which he had developed. 


His Views on Schooling. 


Perhaps because of his own early 
experience he was the most solicitous 
for the members of his family. To 
one who was charged with the care 
of John Washington he wrote as fol- 
lows: 

“In respect to the kinds and man- 
ner of his study, I leave it wholly to 
your. better judgment. Had he be- 
gun, or rather pursued, his study of 
the Greek language, I should have 
thought it no bad acquisition; but 
whether if he acquire this now, he 
may not forego some useful branches 


; 


“Of. learning, is a matter worthy of 


consideration. ‘To be acquainted with 
the French tongue is become part of 
polite education; and to a man who 
has the prospect of mixing in a large 
circle absolutely necessary. Without 
arithmetik the common, affairs of 
life are not to be managed with suc- 
cess. The study of geometry and: 
mathematics (with due regard to the 
limites of it) is equally advantageous, 
The principles ‘of philosophy, morals, 
etc., I should think a very desirable 
knowledge for a gentleman,”’ 

His practical interest in education 

in later life was further manifest by 
his accepting the position of a Chan- 
cellor of William and Mary College 
in 1788. 
In religion he conformed to the 
practice of his time. It is related 
that he was baptized when 2 months 
old and probably attended church 
regularly until he was 16. From that 
time until 1759 ‘he was largely en- 
gaged in expeditions. After his mar- 
riage and settlement at Mount Ver- 
non he was made vestryman in two 
parishes, for one of which he was 
instrumental in erecting a building. 
While he was not a constant church 
attendant he was a ‘constant con- 
tributor and always gave respectful 
consideration to the religious beliefs 
of, others. He was tolerant in all 
things. 


Quotations From Farewell Address. 


The mature opinion of Washington

Urged Central University.

education, often before their minds 
were formed or they had imbibed any

He believed that obligations 
were mutual; that what we expected 
to receive we should be ready to 
give, both in the field of citizenship 
and in the larger domain of interna- 
tional relations. He clung to the real- 
ities. That was his greatness. 


A Practical Leader. 


Washington has been known as one 
of the practical of leaders. He 
was not, emotional, He was pos- 
sessed of that broad comprehension 
of a‘situation which made his judg- 
ment eminently sound. With the pos- 
sible exception of the field of Mon- 
mouth, when disobedience to his or- 
ders amounting almost to treachery- 


was losing the day, history always 
reveals him as calm, cool and col- 
lected, He-always knew what he 
was doing. He was not a sentimen- 
talist. But he was a man capable of 
deep and abiding affection. and of 
exalted and inspiring ideals. He 
loved his country with an abounding 


| devotion, He lavished ‘upon it a 


wealth of genius. 

We are wont to think of chim as a 
military commander and a civil ad- 
‘ministrator—as a man of public af- 
fairs. He was surpassingly great in 
all of that. But he was very much 
more. He wished to see his country 
not only materially prosperous and 
politically successful, but beyond 
that, and above it, he wished to see 
the intellectual, moral.and spiritual 
life of the neces developed. This is 
the side of Washington to which too 
little attention has been given. He 
did not fail during his lifetime ,to 
give the most pai thought to, 
these subjects. In his Farewell Ad- 
dress he solemnly warned his coun- 
‘trymen that these are the founda- 
tions on which rest all American in- 
stitutions. More than that, they are 
the foundations-on which all civiliza- 
tion must rest. It is as an ex- 
pounder of these great principles. that 
he performed the greatest service 
for the world. 

Our country has ‘prospered, our 
Government is‘ secure.. But that 
prosperity and that security flow 
from the school and .the church. 
They are the product of the mind and 
-the soul.. They are.the result of the: 
character of. the American people. 
Through and through, Washington is 
the — example of character. He 
sought to bestow that heritage upon 
his country. We shall fail in our es- 
timation and understanding of him 
unless we remember that during his 
lifetime he helped tod build .a place of. 
religious worship. In his will he pro- 
vided for institutions of learning, and 
in his Farewell Address he empha- 
sized the spiritual values of life. But 
what he did was even more eloquent 
than what he said. He was a soldier, 
a@ patriot, a statesman; but in addi- 
tion to all these he was a great 
teacher.

Sir Henry Lunn, D. D., M. D., an 
eminent English churchman and 
scholar, in an address on ‘‘The Phila- 


delphia Constitutional Convention of 


1787 and Its Lessons,”. delivered last 
night at the dinner, of the George 
Washington - Sulgrave Institution in 
memory of George Washington at the 
Hotel Biltmore, credited the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1787 with the con- 
ception of a super-State, a super-Na- 
tional authority that only union could 
create. -

‘We may -still be far from the 
day when world courts shall decree 
world law. and.shall decide all disputes 
between: the nations; but that day is

“The hundred and forty years that 
have’ passed since the historic. meeting 
at Mount Vernon on that elementary 
interstate question of the navigation of 
the Potomac have seen a great growth 
Inathe extension of law. These things 
are @ forecast of what we must be in 
the affairs of the nations if civiliza- 
tion is to be saved. Our goal is the 
outlawry of war. 

“Can we not unitedly advance, 
whether at The’ Hague or at Geneva, 
or elsewhere, to give authority through 
international law to the dictates of 
the international conscience? The Age 
Spirit wearied with the insensate

_ Episcopal Bishop of Washington, pro- 
orunced the invocation. 


Policy of Preparedness. 
Mr. Beck told his hearerg that Wash- 
ington’s foreign policy, often grossly 
misrepresented ..and often invoked by 


isolationists, was one of preparedness, 
@ just dealing with all nations and 
freedom from “entangling alilances,** 
but that it was by no means one of 
“isolation.” He asserted. that the} 
Washington ar policy rather meant 
entrance of the Unitgd States into 
“temporary” alilances justified by 
emergencies which threatened the wel- 
fare of the world. 

Mr. Beck said it was hot his purpose 
to deliver either an eulogium or an 
apologia. “‘Certainly not the latter,’ 
he declared,. “for recent aspersions 
upon Washington’s fame one need only 
say, as Poor Richard said, ‘Dirt may 
cling to a mud wall, but not to polished 
marble.’’ 

Mr. Beck declared: 

y “One hundred and nine-four years 
ago today, George Washington was 
born. Thrice blessed is the name of 
Mary among women. A Sj 
bore Christ, the spiritual] leader . of 
Christendom; an English Mary bore 
William Shakespeare, the monarca of 
human imagination; and a Virginia 
Mary bore George Washington, of 
whom it ‘may be said, as was said of 
Christ, that he “lifted the gates of the 
centuries from their hinges and turned 
the stream of the ages into @ new 
channel.”’ 

“It may be suggested that there is 
one great exception to the continuing 
force. of Washington’s policies. It is 
sometimes said that his foreign policy, 
while applicable to his day, is inappli- 
cable to our day. po Ra as I do, 
that ._Washington’s f policy, as 
stated in the Farewell Address, is as 
true today ags' when first uttered 130 
years ago next November, I can most 
profitably devote this address to a brief 
and dispasgionat> discussion of what 
the Washington doctrine was. 

“No statement of policy has been 
more misinterpreted. As it is now in- 
voked to justify a policy of isolation, 
it is timely to restate it, especially as 
there is an extraordinary analogy be- 
‘tween the present condition of the 
world and that when Washington 
served as our Chief Magistrate. 
Then, as now, civilization seemed to 
have gone stark mad. j 


Outlined Desire to Henry. 


“In a letter to Patrick Henry, he 
thus stated his policy:

every other country, to see them 
independent of all and under the in- 
fluence of noné. In a word, I want . 
an American. character that the 
Powers of Europe may be convinced- 
that we act for ourselves and not

“Solemnly he warned us against— 
excessive partiality for one foreigr 
nation and excessive dislike of an- 
other. * * * The.great rule of con- 
duct for you in regard to foreign na- 
tions ig, in ose Ng our commercial 
relations to them, have as little 
political connection az possible. Eu- 
rope has a set of pulinart interests 
which, to us have none or a very re- 
mote relation. Hence she must be 
engaged in frequent controversies, .

Hence, 
therefore, it must be unwise in us to 
“implicate, ourselves by artificial ties 
in the ordinary vicissitudes of her 
politics or the ordinary combinations 
pe of her friendships or

“Please note the ueiteration of the 
word ‘ordinary.’ It suggests by neces- 
sary implication his belief that there 
might arise extraordinary vicissitudes 
in European politics, which would in- 
volve the welfare of civilization itself, 
and as to these He was careful not to 
exclude the interest and duty of the 
United States to have a«voice. For 
such emergencies he recommended 
‘temporary alliances,’ and thus Amer- 
ica’s intervention in 1917. in the World 
War and its participation in the great 
alliance was not a departure from his 
policy.”’

~’ Declaring that the settlement of the 
anthracite strike cleared the way for 
an immediate and thorough considera- 
tion by Congress of production and 

distribution methods used in the hard- 
coal industry, including “the misbrand- 
ing or working off of inferior grades 
through: the so-called ‘‘resizihg plan,” 
the American Fair Trade League, in a 
statement yesterday, suggested that 
charges of misbranding coal should not 
be sidetracked by thé general feeling 
of relief that has followed the resump- 
tion of mining. 

“Without proper safeguards there is 

danger that millions of tons of mis- 
branded coal will ‘be foisted upon a 
fuel-hungry public already anxious 
about next Winter’s supply,’’ said the 
statement. ‘The difficulty is that con- 
sumers are unorganized, while the 
operators have at their command one 
of the most efficient organizations in 
the world and are in position to take 
advantage of the widespread coal scar- 
city and of the gread of another coal 
famine. 


Wants Public te Act. 


“While Congress is aware of this 
and the House Committee on. Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce is about 
to inquire into the coal situation, 
reformation in coal distribution meth- 


ods will be aidéd by a strong demon- 
stration of public interest. -Congress 
should act as soon as its investigation 
and consideration of the report of the 
John Hays Hammond coal commission 
submitted two years ago have indi- 
cated the necessary lines of legisla- 
tion. Householders are urged to write 
to their representatives at Washing- 
ton and to unite in a demand that the 
hard coal situation be given the place 
it deserves as one of the most impor- 
tant problems of the present session.

Evangeline Booth, Commander of the 
Salvation Army in the United States, 
who is convalescing from an attack of 
appendicitis, issued from her sick bed 
‘at home yesterday a statement that 
prohibition was a@ success and could be 
thoroughly enforced. Drinking, she 
said, was now @ fad of the idle rich 
which would die out, or else society 
would be upset and'the sober working 
classes become the true aristocrats. 

Commander Booth’s statement was 
issued through the Anti-Saloon League 
of New York. Referring to it, Arthur 
J. Davis, State Superintendent of the 
League, said: ° 

“She led her band of salvationiats 
against the drink evil in the United 
States and consistently opposed the 
saloon while she salvaged its wrecks 
and bound up the wounds of its vic- 
tims.. Evangeline Booth has been 
knocked down by drunkards and so 
badly injured that. she spent months 
in hospitals... In the early days of her 
work in the New York slums salvation- 
ists were murdered by drunkards. -She, 
therefore, knows what she is talking 
about when she attacks the illegal li- 
quor traffic and upholds prohibition. 
For seventy years her organization has 
fought the saloon and knows the ad- 
vantages of its banishment.”’ 


Miss Booth’s Statement. 


Commander Booth’s meee aad reads’ 
in part as follows: 

“After all these years of hard fight- 
ing to protect the. home, emancipate 
neglected children and wipe from our 
national escutcheon the disgrace of the 
evils arising from drink, it is good to 
find that the people of America have 
come to a correct judgment concerning 
the drink evil. It is unthinkable that

From far-off South Africa 
wild. and whirling words have been 
pronounced by General Smuts, whose 
course since the Armistice has been 
difficult to chart. Supposedly one of 
the. outstanding leaders of ‘‘ liberal- 
ism” at ‘the Peace Conference, his 
name is nevertheless bound up with 
the huge assessment of Germany's 
reparation debt, which .was the most 
mischievous feature of the Versailles 
Treaty. Today General SMUTS calls 
upon France to hand Alsace-Lorraine 
back to Germany. That sort of ‘‘.pub- 
lic opinion ” need not. be taken too 
seriously. 
Greater. weight attaches to the argu- 
ment developed by men like Viscount 
Grey. ‘ Adoption of the French plan 
would. mean repudiation of the terms 
upon which Germany agreed to enter 
the League. More than the specific 


Germany would be the spirit of dis- 
trust encouraged by setting up the 
principle of-a ‘‘ counterpoise ’’ to Ger- 
many in the Council. If Germany’s 
presence in the League is to have real 
value for the peace of Europe, Ger- 
many must be accepted as a League 
member to work with and not to keep 
a suspicious eye.upon. No doubt her 
presence in the League will bring into 
that body the element of debate and 


\eclash. But the Allies, as well as Ger- 


many, have obviously made up their 
minds that it is better for all con- 
cerned to thresh out their problems 
inside the League than with Germany 
on the doorstep. To raise a suspicion 
of a Council “packed’’ in advance 
against Germany would be to undo 
much of the good work accomplished 
since Locarno. ee 

Actually, of course, there can be no 
packing of the Council of the League. 
On vital matters every member‘of ‘the 
Council is sufficiently protected by its 
own absolute veto. Nor is there an 
assurance that any ‘‘ alignment” 
which may be set up in the Council 
will be permanent. Today France ad- 
vocates Spain as a counter-check to 
Germany. ‘But the friendship between 
Paris and Madrid is only of recent 
standing. Spain’s neutrality during 
the war did not greatly please the 
French people. There is no certainty 
that a few years from now Spain may 
not be voting with Germany against 
France. For several years after the 
war Italy was regarded in France as 
openly pro-German. But Italy today, 
on the. question of a union ‘between 
Germany and Austria, is more French 
than the French Government. On both 
‘sides of the debate there has been 
altogether too much stress laid on the 
question of alignments:in the-Council 
of th8 League.

WASHINGTON, TEACHER. 
President Cooumes, in his address 
last night before-the teachers in at- 
tendance.,upon the meeting of the 
Department of Superintendence of the 
National Education Association, con- 
eluded his tribute to Grorce Wask- 
INGTON . by characterizing him as a 
great teacher. ‘‘He was,” said the 
President, ‘‘a- soldier, a patriot, a 
‘statesman; but in addition to all 
**these he ‘was a great teacher.’’ In 
the sense in which President Coormpes 
used the word “teacher,” all of us 
have that occupation, whatever our 
vocation may be—teaching, if not by 

precept, at any rate by example; and 
if not by didactic word, then by ex- 
pressive silence; .Accepting that defi- 
nition, we may properly put WasHINc- 
Ton first among ‘American teachers, |, 
though he was never a schoolmaster, 
and indeéd had so little schooling him- 
self that his formal education was 
virtually completed at 13 years of-age,.

Arithmetic is essential, for, without it 
‘‘the common affairs of life are not 
to be managed with success.’’ The 
study. of geometry and other math- 
ematics was equally. advantageous, 
within limits. An .acquaintance with 
the French tongue is absolutely neces- 
sary to one having the prospect of 
*“mixing in a large circle.’’ Finally, 
a knowledge of the principles of phi- 
ldsophy, morals, &e., is very desirable. 
But all of this is “‘for a gentle- 
man’’—for the-few. There were hardly 
more college students in all the Colo- 
nies when he was'a youth than are 
now to be found in a single small New 
England college. .The question today 
is not what shall be Cone for the few, 
but for the many. What shall their 
curriculum be? 

The Federal Commissioner, Dr. Jonn 
J. TicerT, said last week that he knew 
of nothing of greater importance in 
education than the reorganization of 
the curriculum of the public school. 
In answer to. the question, ‘‘ What 
shall. we teach?’’ nearly twenty re- 
plies were published in last Sunday’s 
Times from men and women promi- 
nent in educational leadership.

learn. Only as they practice respon- 
sibility can they learn responsibility.

‘ DIAGNOSING LITERATURE. 

There is. an old warning . against 
what may happen when “ Lords take 
to literature,’’ but how is it with doc- 
tors? Many physicians have written 
delightful books, but there seems a 
distinct tendency of late for doctors to 
set up as literary critics. We have 
our own Dr. JosEPH Copirs, and now 
the-English introduce to us their’ Dr. 
W. C. Rivers, who recently published 
a-little volume of essays entitled, 
“Through a Consulting Room Win- 
dow.” The writer of the introduction 
to the book blandly assumes that as 
doctors know more than anybody else 
about what goes on in our insides, so 
they ought best to be able to dissect 
and classify the contents of an 
author’s mind. 

The theory is alluring, but we fear 
that a fallacy lurks in it. To feel a 
writer’s\ pulse and look at his tongue 
and take his blood pressure may. not, 
after all, unlock his heart. There are 
more things in the precious life-blood 
of a master spirit than can be indivated’ 
by the most exact chemical tests. 
Scalpel and thermometer. are not 
necessarily instruments of precision in 
the hands of a critic. Doubts like 
these are raised by some.of the judg- 
ments which Dr. Rivers writes out as 
if they were 50 many prescriptions. 
He undertakes to grade and rank con- 
temporary authors, By what standard, 
medical or. other, does. he set down 
Conftap as “fifth rate’? Far above:

‘That he used it all intelligently 
and honestly hardly needs saying, and 
while in his day the extreme rigors 
and severities of modern historians. 
were rarely exercised, Prescorr showed 
no inclination to join the company of 
the myth-makers. F

Prescotr’s 
or MoTLEy’s, and of course JOHN FIsKE 
was an excellent and veracious writer. 
These are only leading lights among 
our historians, and there’are a dozen 
or more deserving of praise for the 
conscientiousness with which they 
have sought the. truth about the past 
of their own ana other countries, and 
the ability with which they set it 
down: °¢ 

There was another school of text- 
book writers who met, or created, a 
demand for pretty stories that. would 
feed national pride and give to people 
who would have recoiled from calling 
themselves great a chance to do the 
same thing indirectly by proclaiming 
themselves members of a nation that 
always was right, founded by men 
who all were saints and heroes. Our 
patriotic societies, unfortunately, re- 
main violently opposed to the substitu- 
tion of fact for myth in the books 
studied by our school children, and 
they have the help, as regards Revolu- 
tionary history, of -England’s profes- 
sional enemies; but the triumphs of 
suppression won by these groups are 
not many, and of late a- better and 
wiser spirit has manifested itself.

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 
Vassar President Seés No Merit in 
Questioning its Value. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The arguments for and against voca- 
tionalism, to which your. editorial of 
yesterday makes one more contribu- 
tion, are very unfortunate in ‘their ef- 
fect on higher educatior. 
torial would leave the undergraduate 
student with the impression that if the 
branch of learning with which he is 
associated is to be directly useful in 
later life, it is, therefore, somewhat 
degrading. If it has no possible utility ' 
in this world or the next, it is to be 
regarded as something ennobling and 
sublime. »The result of such arguments 
is to accentuate the intellectual snob- 
bery already prevalent in colleges of 
the arts which. have relinquished the 
right to be called liberal in their atti- 
tude toward the rest of learning. 

May one suggest that the value of a 
subject of study resides more in the. 
life which is given to it by the teacher 
than the motive which brings the stu- 
dent to its pursuit? Dr. Buttrick, in 
whose praise your editorial is written, 
cites cookery as one of the: despised 
vocational subjects. During the war, in 
the Vassar Training Camp for Nurses, 
I saw cookery taught with a purpose 
so high as to make it a cultural sub- 
ject. Typewriting is another of the 
pariah studies. As a teacher of Eng- 
lish, I can conceive that. typewriting

Two students are studying Greek. 
One expects to teach Greek, the other 
has chosen it because he hears that it 
is easier than Latin. To which of the 
two would the subject mean more in 
liberal culture? 

A vocation, as I understand it, is the 
octupation to -which one devotes the 
major part of his time; an avocation 
may then be a subject to which one 
devotes a lesser part of one’s time. 
The question as to whether the sub- 
jects in the college curriculum bear a 
direct or indirect relation to such ap- 
plications in after-life' is one with 
which the student alone is concerned. 
It is not inherent in the subject matter 
of ‘any course studied. What is im- 
portant is the method by which the 
subject is taught, the spirit of the 
teacher who teaches it and the orderly 
progress from the known’ to the un- 
known, from the simple to the com- 
plex, that marks the transition from 
the middle stages to the higher stages 
of education. Cookery, conceived as 
nutrition, is a research subject of the 
highest importance just as worthy of 
study as radioactivity.

The world 
had been made just as unsafe for de- 
mocracy by the invasion 6f Belgium, 
by the devastation of France, by 
the sinking of the Lusitania, as it 
was in the Winter of 1916-1917. Yet 
we refused to enter the until the 
Germans, by notice on Jan. 81, 1917, . 
had forbidden the crossing of certain 
seas to Europe and declared their pur- 


Having entered the war, we could 


‘not have won it if France and England 


had beaten before we were able 
to furpish troops. During fifteen 
months our sole contribution was 
money with which to buy ammunition 
and also food for-the armies in the 
field and the working population be- 
hind—money also to sustain exchange, 
without which the Allies would have 
lost their credit. They held the line 
for our coming, expended all this money - 
and more of their own, and, miore im- 
portant still, gave human lives, which 
we were spared. Once ready, we did 
four months of indispensably aggres- 
sive fighting and helped administer 
the final blow to complete victory. 


These last four months’ fighting were _ 


shared equally, each nation 

to its capacity. The, first fifteen 

months of fighting were not shared - 
equally. On any fair view of the mat- 

ter the losses of the first . fifteen 

months in dead and wounded, ag well 

as-the expenditures, were made in the 

common cause, This is why, it seems 

to many Americans, if our advances of 
money are to ‘be repaid; the great ser- 
vices rendered by the Allies in expend- 

ing this money for our benefit should 

receive consideration. 

Suppose one of us owned a piece of 
property adjoining that of some. rich, 
absent foreigner, and that both prop- 
erties were menaced by a common dan- 
ger: Suppose as a result of 
that the foreigner had lent méney to 
the American, who by its expenditure 
and his own arduous labor staves off . 
the danger until the foreigner can ar- 
rive, whereupon both work together 
to achieve success. And then suppose 
that the foreign lender demands the re- © 
payment of the entire loan without any 
allowance for what the American spent 
on his property or the great services 
rendered by him, singlée-handed, during 
the lender’s absence at the beginning.” 

General Pershing in a speech at Den« 
ver in August, 1924, used these words: 


“If it had not been that the Allies — 


were able to hold the lines for fifteen 
months after we entered the war. held 
them with the support of tHe loans we 
had made, the war might well have 
been lost. We scarcely realize what 
those loans meant*to the Allies and to 
us. © * * While I am on the subject 
I want to say something I have never 
said in a public address before, 

“It seems to me that there is some 
middle ground where we should beat a 
certain part of the expense in maintain- 
ing the allied armies on the front while 
we were preparing instead of calling 
all this money a loan and ihsisting ax 
its payment,”’ 

It has frequently happened among 
allied nations that some have. done 
their fighting, or part of it, by ad- 
vances of money. England loaned 
great sums to Frederick the Great in 
his wars. In the Napoleonic wars Eng- 
land gave hér allies subsidies amount- 
ing to upward of $250,000,000—and yet 
she fought also with her armies and 
ships. 

France in our Revolutionary. War 
pursued a different policy. Only §$10,- 
000,000 of the outlay of France took 
the form of loans. But her financial 
effort in our behalf was upward of 
$280,000,000—an enormous sum for those 
days, virtually a subsidy, so that all. 
but about 3 per cent. of this was borne 
by herself with no provision for repay-~ 
mept. In the late war, on the other 
¢ | band: out of thirty or thirty-five billion 
dollars of our total outlay, ten billions, 
or some 30 per cent., took the form of 
loans to our allies. 

Had we pursued the same course 


did in the other—of bearing 97 per cent. - 
of our total war effort ourselves—our 
allies would be owing ‘us ‘today but 8 
per cent. instead of 30 per cent. of our 
total outlay, and France, instead of 
owing. us $4,000,000,000, would owe us 
but $400,000,000.

‘With more than 1,500 marchers in 
line the seventy-fifth ‘nnual parade 
of the Kings County Volunteer Fire- 
Men’s. Association, held yesterday, 
Was the greatest in the long history 
of the Brooklyn organization. Crowds 


of citizens filled the sidewalks-of the’ 


‘ Toute ‘ traversed and ‘cheered. the 
“vamps’’ heartily as they swung along 
fo the music. of many bands. 

The marchers displayed great con- 
trasts in age, manner of dress\ and 
character of fire-fighting apparatus. 
About four-score grizzled veterans, 
members of the Kings County organi- 
gation, ranging in age from 77 to 94 
years, were the representatives of the 
past. They were clad in the familiar 
red shirt and heavy leather helmet of 
the days before the Civil War. They 
~¢lutched ropes attached to ancient 
hose carts. Their average age was 
81 years. 

Fire companies. from Long Island, 
“Westchester and Rockland Counties 
- and from Wilmington, Del., 

part in the parade, were ‘dressed in 
the regulation blue uniform with silver 
buttons. Their up-to-the-minute mo- 
torized apparatus manned by men. in 
the prime of life brought the. spec- 
tators back to the present. 

The line of march was from Henry 
and Pierrepont Streets to Borough 
Hall, where the reviewing stand was 
located. Thence to Court Square, to 
Livingstone Street, to Flatbush Ave- 
nue, to Hanson Place, to Fulton Street, 
where the parade disbanded.

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 22 (4).—Peter de 
Paolo, maintaining an averagé speed 
of 129.29 miles per hour, before a crowd 
of 30,000, won the ugural'of the 
” Miami-Fulford $30,000 300-mile automo- 


bile classic here today in a field of 
eighteen drivers and established a new 
record for the distance. 

In winning de Paolo lowered Tommy 
Milton’s former record of 109 miles set 
at Kansas City in 1925. De Paolo had 
@ pair of his baby’s shoes fastened 

. to the steering gear of his machine. 
It-was the second race the little Italian 
had -won “with these ‘‘pilots and mas- 
cots,’”’ as he termed them. 

Devore set & new world’s record for 
the 200 miles over a wooden bowl, 
going the distance at an average of 
131.04 milés an hours. The old record 
of 129.40 was set last Thanksgiving 
Day at Culver City, Cal., by Earl 
Cooper. He was forced to the pits 
on the 173d lap and De Paolo took the 
lead, never to be headed. 

The diminutive Italian fought, a 
steady fight to gain the leadership, 
but his machine ‘was never in the clear 
until the 173d lap, when Earl Devore, 
who had maintained the advantage 
from the 14lst lap, was forced to the 
pits to-refuel. De Paolo continued to 
set the pace until the close, trailed for 
a time by Devore, who had returned 
to.capture an erstwhile second position, 
and Harry Hartz, third. De Paolo in 
the. succeeding moments twice looped 
his-trailing opponents to finish. by this 
margin over Harry Hartz, who finished 
second with an average of 127.89 
miles an hour. 

The early stages of the race were 

' eommanded by Leon Duray, who took 

the lead from Bob McDonough when 
he was forced to the pits by tire 
trouble on the fourth lap. Duray set 

a dizzy pace, but a bad tire forced 

him to withdraw for a few minutes 
and to quit the race shortly after- 


ward. 
In third place came Bob McDonough, 
rotégé of Tommy Milton, a challenger 
Prrceenont the event, who averaged a 
speed of 125.32 miles an hour. Six 
other drivers among the eighteen 
starters finished, including Frank El- 
liott, fourth, .98 miles an hour; 
Devore, fifth, 121.28; Bennett Hill, 
sixth, 120.96; Ben Jones, seventh, 
120.32; Dr. W. F. Shattuck, eighth, 
119.73 and Dave Evans, ninth, flagged 

down. 

The starters also included Tommy 
Milton, Earl Cooper, Dave Lewis, Fred 
Comer, Ralph Hepburn, Jerry Wunder- 
lich; Peter Kreis, Zeke Meyer and 
Leon Duray.

“During thé hext six years the world 
reconstruction and readjustment will 


active and enthusiastic cooperation by 
all nations,’’ he ‘said, ““‘The now as, 
sured success of the Sesquicentennial 
Exposition | this year in Philadelphia to 
the extent warranted. by the -present 
economical. conditions throughout the 
world, will stimulate world thought 
once again to the advantages of inter- 
national expositions in trade, com- 
merce and international good-will. The 
exposition should appropriately be held 
in New York,’the world’s greatest port 
and centre of finance and commerce.” 

After designating New York as, the 
site of the exposition; ‘the Fairchild 
bill provides. for the appointment of a 
commission of:two members from each 
State, Territory and possession of the 
United States from the’ District of 
Columbia and eight commissioners-at- 
large to be designated as. the Gearge 
Washington World’s Commission. The 
members of the commission would be 
chosen by ‘the President, those repre- 
senting the States to be named upon 
the recommendation of Governors. 

A corporation to be known as the 
“World’s. Exposition of 1932,” and 
organiz~ under. the laws of the State 
of New York, was recommended, to 
raisé ‘the sum of. $10,000,000 in stock 
subscriptions for the venture. 

“The bill. requests the President .to 
hold a naval review'in New York Har 
bor in April, 1932, and extend to for- 
eign hations an invitation to send war- 
‘ships to, join the United States,Navy 
‘Mm rendezvous at Hampton Roads. The 
dedication of- the éxposition would be 
on Feb, 22. ‘The exposition must open 
“not later than May 1, 1932, and shall 
be closedyat such time as the com- 
mission may. determine, but, not later 
than Oct, 30, thereafter.’’

Men’s wear fancy worsted suitings 
for next Fall were opened yesterday 
by the American Woolen Cémpany, at 
prices which are on the same basis as 
those made’ several weeks ago on 
heavyweight staples and overcoatings. 
Taking twenty-eight leading numbers 
in Department 1, including mixtures 
and fancy weave piece dyes, fifty ‘re- 
peated fancy worsteds in Department 
2 and seventeen .repeated fancy wor- 
steds in Department 7—ninety-five fab- 
rics in all—the average decline from 
a year ago is 11.4 per cent. This re- 
duction is about what buyers expected 
and holds the average léve® on fancy 
worsteds to about what it was for the 
lightweight season. Also opened yes- 
terday were fancy woolens in Depart- 
ment 3, but no comparative statentent 
of prices of these cloths was made by 
the company. 

Buyers were interested to note that 
the lowest priced all-worsted fancy

2 was one at $1.97%. The cheapest all-
